WasuincotTon, D. C., March 15.—The Speaker- 
ship contest is becoming animated. The leaders 
of both parties maintain their assurance. It is 
noticed for the first time, however, that Randall 
admits it would be possijJe to defeat him with 
a candidate from south of the Potomac River. 
This is the first concession to the strength of 
the opposition Randall bas made. He said to- 
night. that so long as his opponents adhere to 
Blackburn he has no fears. Itis very evident, 
however, that the. opposition to Randall 
is strong enough, if concentrated, to defeat 
him, and that Randall knows it.

THE POSSIBILITY OF DEFEAT. 
Itis evident that the contest hangs upon the 
delegations from Ubio, Indiana, and Missouri. 
Both parties claim to bave the advantage in all 
the States. 

There has never been a Speakership contest 
in which Senators have taken so active a part. 
Senators Beck, Vest, aid Wallace gre at work 
every bour of the day, and almost of the night, 
in support of Blackburn’s candidacy. The ap- 
pearance of Wallace, of Pennsylvania, in the 
field against Randall is a formidable fact 
for the latter. Senator Vest, of Missouri, is 
telling the Democratic delegation from that 
State that he will take the stump against every 
man who works for Randall, and secure his de- 
feat for re-election for the Forty-seventh Con- 
gress, and that Randall 

IS NOT THE MAN WANTED 

by the Democracy west of the Missouri River. 
It is said that there are from twelve to fifteen 
members who do not want to vote for either 
Blackburn or Randall. If as many votes coula be 
cast for acandidate other than Blackburn or Ran- 
dall, of course neither of these two could be 
elected. Randall’s victory evidently must de- 
pend upon his strength on the first ballot. On 
that ballot he will cast his greatest strength. 
After that, should he show weakness, a consid- 
erable portion of his strength would immedi- 
ately go in search of the winning man.

He was 
accompanied by hig ductor. 

The various doral gifts given to Rowell and 
Harriman were taken to their hotels after them. 

Ennis alone remained on the track, and be was 
walking to wim a bet of $1, He had backed 
himself to make 475 milea, and he was decter- 
mined to win it. He was cheered lustily, ihe 
crowd remaining, notwithstanding it Was gener- 
aliy known that both Rowell and Harriman bed 
left the Garden. Ennis accomplished bis task 
at 10 o’ clock.

CONTINUED AT A GOOD PACE, 
and turned his 470th mile io 8:53:25, and com- 
pieted 475 miles at 10:58 ‘lhe applause was 
tremendous, Ennis ruonieg his 475th mile in 
6:55, the fastest of the contest. 

When Ennis finished he was enthusiastical!y 
cheered, and congratulations were showered on 
him from all quarters. He then left the butld- 
ing, and was taken to the Putnant House, oppo- 
site the Garden, where be was warmly received 
oy his wife and apnumber of friends. Aftera 
bath and rubbing down be retired to his bed. 

‘This concluded the great walking match, and 
the vaat crowd siowly «lispersed. 

The official score for (he match at 10 o'clock, 
when it closed, was: Rowell), 590 miles and 180 
yards; Ennis, 475 miles; Harriman, 450 miles 3 
laps and 140 yards.

THE MEN. 
CHARLES BOWELL 
was born in Chesterton, Cambridgeshire, En- 
land, 26 years ago, amd is a blocky 
young fellow, five feet. six inches in height, his 
weight being 140 pounds. In 1874 he began 
showing up as an oarsman, and defeated Harry 
Clasper for the championship of the Isis, and 
won several minor races. His pedestrian efforts 
may be sunmed up in the following manner: 
In the earlier part of 1872 he ran a mile at Tav- 
low, in Buckinghamsbire, which he won. On 
the Easter Monday of the same year he wona 
half-mile race. His next encounter was with 
one Losbv, from wbom be received fifteen vards’ 
start in 880, and won. ‘his took place on the 
Cambridge roadin 1873. On the Easter Mon- 
day following be met Losby on level terms. 
This time he was defeated. His next essay was 
in the same year with one Barber onthe tram- 
mington road. This was over two miles, and 
bewon. He was next matched to cover pine 
and a half miles im the bour over the Harston 
road. Although this was run through a snow- 
storm, and ankle-deep in slusb, the pedestrian 
won easily. On the 3d of July, 1874, be met W. 
Shrubsole in a ninetecu-mile race. This he won 
in lh, 57m., after a most beautiful race. 
In a six-hour race with H. Vandepuir 
he won, doing thirty-two milesin4¢h. He also 
bas won a number of minor half-mile races. In 
March, 1876, he started against E. P. Weston in 
one of his Agricnitural-Hal! walks, when he 
went 175 miles. Last. Easter Monday he won a 
half-mile handicap at Fenoer’s Grounds, Cam- 
bridge. His next attempt was in the contest 
for the London go-as-vou-please affair, at Agii- 
cultural Hall, last October. Inthis race he fina- 
ished third, with 469'¢ miles to his credit. On 
the Friday of that week he ran fifty miles with- 
out a break. This is probably the only instance 
where such a distance of ground bas been coy- 
ered without a rest. 
JOHN ENNIS 
was born at Richmond Harbor, County Long-

WHAT O'LEARY SAYS. 
New York Sun, Marchi 

At 10 o'clock in the morning O'Leary sat in 
the upper room in the Garden with bis wife 
and little ones. His chair was tipped back, and 
bis bare feet rested on the bed, and bis bands 
were bebind bis head. He did not look like a 
sick map, but he did loo’ like a very much dis- 
appointed and worricd man, as he gazed (s- 
consolately at a huge and elegant floral harp 
that Was presented to him just before he was 
forced to abandon the race. “lam not in apy 
pain of bedy,’” he said, **but I am _ broken- 
hearted. 1 vever was so @isappoiated in my 
life; never. I thougbt [ went into the race in 
perfect condition. You kpow 1 offered te bet 
that Pd make 540 miles. But 1 gave out, and | 
shan’t ever walk again. I shall leave here to- 
day and go to the Metropolitan Hotel.” He 
seemed disinelined to talk. 

“O’Leary’s done too much,” said Barney 
Aaron. ‘A walk jike this takes tep years off a 
man’s life, and Dan bas been doin’ three or 
four of "em each year. Jt was too much.”’ 

O’Leary’s actual walking time was 48 hours, 
50 minutes, and 56 seconds. He made 115 miles 
and an odd lap or two. This was an average of 
nearly four and a balf miles an hour. His sec- 
ond was his tastesé mile, being made in 8:38. 
His slowest mile, the 190th, was made in 19:45. 

O'Leary was comfurtably\ installed last night 
with his wife and two of their four children in 
Room 432,ef the Metropolitan Hotel. He passed 
Wednesday night at the southeastern pavilion 
of the Hippodrome, and awoke feeling so much 
refreshed that he did not send for a physician. 
During the day he received a few friends, and 
at 8 o’clock entered a carriage and was driven 
to his present quarters. 

When the reporter called on O’Leary last 
nigut, we was seated before a table covered with 
tempting dishes, but he was unable to eat 
sohds, and cantented himself with a cup of tea 
and some prunes. Then he wheeled an easy- 
chair near the bed, settled bimself comfortably 
with bis bare feet, which have un to be ir- 
ritaole, on the bed, and began to about the 
walk and his failure. 

He om: to be alarmed about his condition 
on Monday afternoon, and from that time to 
the time he left the track the symptoms of a 
venerail breaking up of his system augmented. 
Twelve walks since he competed for the Astley 
beit were the cause of his failure. Nature hag 
been too heavily taxed, and sbe retaliated. The 
Hot Springs had nothing to do with bis break 
down. He went there to recuperate, and gained 
flesh, and afterward erred in walking too much 
to train for the present match, and ip 
swinging «=a sledge-hammer to develop 
his muscle, and did not act judi- 
ciously. To use bis own words, he was 
‘too fine.” ‘* Now the stories about my drink- 
ing,’’? said O’Leary, ‘*are just as foolish as the 
yarps about my selling the match and haying 
poison administered to me. I baven’t drank a 
sup of liquor since the day before New Year's, 
and all f took at the Garden was a ‘up of 
champagne now and then. That was the only 
thing I could retain on my stomaca. I did not 
have one cent on the race. I came near hav- 
ing $3,000 of my. money bet against $6,000 that 
1 would go 540 miles, but Al Smith per- 
suaded me to take ap my monev. I| might 
have struggied around the track a while longer 
and made a show of mvseif, but that wo 
have made no difference with my friends out of 
New York City. They would have continued to 
bet on mein spite of unfavorable accounts, and 
I was determined to stop that at any rate. You 
know that outside of betting peoole, persons 
who bet are in the main prompted by a liking 
for*the person they back. Well, in my case 
hundreds who never saw me back me for m 


name, and in going off the track when 1 did J. 


saved many a poor man a dollar, 
‘‘ How was Il treated at the Garden? . As well 


as I have ever been. Aaron and Harding did 
their best; my quarters were desirable, and [ 
did not suffer more than the other contestants 
from bad air and tobaccosmoke, I feel ail right 
pow. My bead’s clear, [ haven’t an any- 
where, and the only troable is with my stomach; 
but that will pase off. 1 eo to Chicago Monday. 
[don’t get a cent from the Garden, but my ex- 
peuses were are paid. 1shall not walk again, 
at least not tor some time. Before { started as 
a walker | and my wife kept a millinery, notion, 
and book-store. I’ve been talking with mv Wile 
to-night, and I think we’ll go into that business 
again. Well, 1 don’t mind answering that ques- 
tion. I am abead of the world a little, but not 
so much as some people say. 

‘‘In regard to my companions in the match, I 
would like to say that I considered Rowell very 
gooa. When I first saw him run, I admired his 
style, as he went flat-footed, He is not s 
walker. I always said that runvers were bound 
to beat walkers, and Iam notarunner. Men 
who are patural runners gq faster than a 
walker, and the effort is not greater. Rowell’s 
built as stropg as any man I ever saw. He 
looks like the winner of this race. Harriman 
would be better in a two or three days’ waik 
than a eix-days’ walk. He is a speedy man, but 
has not, ia my judgment, endurance for a six- 
days’ walk. He is too slim for bis height, and 
too finely trained. unis is strongly built and 
has endurance. [’ve beaten him two 100-mile 
matches, square beel and tue, but he could beat 
meruonuing. I'd be better pleased than to have 
a good deal of many fe see vohn win, as I want 
the belt to stay here. I hope be will pull 
through, but I cannot see how he’s going to 
overcome Roweli’s lead. Asfar as Rowell is 
concerned, I have a great respect for higi for 
coming so far; but 1 want to see him beaten 
as I know that if the belt goes to England it will 
stay there. ‘The idea that the belt is going to 
leave America gives me a feeling round my 
beart like that of a fellow who’s buried eyery- 
body belonging to him.”’

83 votes, Gilmore 13, and Woolsin 12. 

Although the ballot was not declared a for- 
mal one, Jones’ nomination was made unani- 
mous.

James Lane Allen was named, but he de- 


clined. 
Some one then named Firman Church, and 


he went through quickly. 
CITY CLERK. 

Two were voted for for City Clerk,—Josenh 
Hauser penance? and George W. Colllngs,—half 
a dozen baving said that they must be counted 
out.

NOMINATING A CITY TICKET. 

The Socialist (Convention was held last night 
at Uhblich’s Hall, on North Clark street, for 
the purpose of nominating a city ticket, an 
Alderman from each ward, and town officers 
for each of the-three towns. There were about 
300 members of the party on hand, each man 
being required before being admitted to the 
charmed pdttais to produce his red ticket, 
showing that he was a member of one of the 
Sections and was not in arrears for dues. 
Practically the gathering was a mass-mesting 
of the Socialists, and every man present voted. 
It had been announced that ladies would be 
welcomed, but only om® representative of the 
gentler sex was present. : 

The delegates presented a very good appear- 
ance, and the meeting contrasted very fayora- 
biy with its Democrats predecessor of the morn- 
ing.

Eleventh—Charity or almsgiving has a demoraliz- 
ing effect upon all able-bodied recipients: there- 
fore measures shal! be taken t@ provide work for 
ali resideuts that need it. 

Twelfth—The ward boundari¢s to be regulated 
according to povoulation. 

Mr. Herth moved to strike out plank No. 6, 
relating to co-operation, but tne motion was 
laid ou the table, and the platform adopted as a 
whole. 

A CHEEKY FORGERY. 

Mr. Morgan read a letter which he said had 
been handed to him at the door. It was ad- 
dressed “Mr. M. J. Morgan, of Socialistic-Lanor 
Party, No. 7 South Clark street,” and read as 
foilows:

Kunow- 
ing this to be the fact, and Delieving that your 
organization is solely forthe purpose of accom- 
plishing thie object which Mr. Wright in his past 
career bas always at heart, and which I can assure 
you he will if elected do al! in hie power to carry 
out. Inview of all these facts, may it be too 
munch to ask you to present hisname before your 
Convention, believingif‘vou and your party in - 
dorses Mr. Wright it will bean omen of success 
not only for him individually, batfor the society 
whom you represent? As Mr. Wright will do al! 
in his power on bis assuming the high and honor- 
able position (which he andoubtedly wiil if he re-

The reading of this palpable fraud produced 
much laughter. Mr. Morgan said that it was 
banded him at the door by some ove whom he 
had never seen before, and fully recognized, as 
did all the Socialists present, that it was a 
dodge of the Democrats to smirch Mr. Wright.

For Treasurer Stein received 27 votes, Stauber 
169, Warner 52, and Sullivan 24. Stauber’s 
pomination was made uvanimous.

‘It @as no less than the recep- 
tion of a piece of information from Frenk 
Agnew to the effect that Seipp 
wouldn’t run. After the first shock 
was over—for Seipp had been counted on to 
mass the German vote—the Committtee sought 
to know where Frank got his information, 
but for some reason or other the explanation 
was not so satisfactory as the statement was 
positive that he (Frank) knew what he was talk- 
ing about. Afteragreat deal of talk it was 
finally coneluded to make sure whether Seipp 
was on or off the ticket by calling upon him, in 
common with allthe other Democratic candi- 
dates, to meet with the Committee Tuesday 
morning, at 10 o’clock, in the club-room of the 
same hotel. 

There was another bombshell to be thrown. 
While the reporter was waiting in the outer 
courts a couple of men bumped up against him, 
and wanted to know where the * Centril Com- 
ity wus.”’ The reporter gave the desired in- 
formation, and the visitors impinged themselves 
against the glass-door and made it known that 
they wanted to getin. They weren’t received 
immediately, and their indignation was so 
marked that the reporter ventured to in- 
quire what the row was. One of them, 
aman named Hendrickson, late candidate for 
Assessor on the South Side, evidentiv hadn’t 
advanced to the secretive stage of . progress at- 
tained by the “comity,” and was,to put it 
mildly, just a little ** green.’’? In his wrath, he 
sighed tora confidante, and the reporter will- 
ingly plaved the latter role. The matter which 
Mr. Hendrickson proceeded to relate opened up 
an insight into Democratic methods which was 
decidedly refreshing. It wasa revelation con- 
nected with the proceedings of the late Town 
Convention, before which be was a candidate for 
Assessor witha prospectof running in.

Democrat, in fact nota Democrat at all, and 
that he had always beena Republican, and had 
co-operated with that party. Others re ed 
him as a very poor nominee, claiming that his 
name beingon the ticket would prejudice the 
brewerv. interest of the entire city against it, 
and others, having the party interest at heart, 
wanted to see his name taken off, which mav or 
may not have given rise to a report rife last 
evening that he would not accept 
the nomination. In reference to Me 
Harrison’s nomination, the more discreet party 
lights viewed it with great disfavor; especially 
was this the case with the hard-money faction, 
and those men on the side of the Union during 
the War. They argued that his numination 
would give the canvass a turn the party was ill 
prepared to meet at this time, and that he was a 
weak man for the reason that his utterances in 
Congress had been such as joyal Democrats in 
the North could not indorse. Those who were 
apparently best pleased with his nomination 
were those who saw in him very little strength 
outside of his reputed wealth, and hie well- 
known liberality in dealing the same out about 
election time. Of the other candidates on the 
ticket verv little was said, for the reason 
that very little was known of them. Mr. 
Grinnell was spoken of as a “‘ young lawyer,” 
but he was not regarded as bringing snv 
strength to the ticket. Pat Howard was spoken 
of as ** Pat Howard,’’ and as being emploved in 
the Water Department, good looking, etc., but, 
like Grinnell, be was not believed to have any 
marked strength, or any qualities to especially 
recommend him for the oflice of City Clerk.

The Trustees close 
their report by asking the substantial aid of 
the faithful throughout the country to pro- 
vide for the relief of those who, by the 
smash-up, have been deprived of the support 
they had set aside for their old age. 


The great international pedestrian contest 
which has been going on in New York for 
the past six days closed at 10:40 o'clock last 
night.

The 
various avimal and yegetable substances 
emptied into the Chicago River by the 
sewers emit or exhale unfragrant: gases into 
the air, which the oxygen of the atmosphere 
seizes upon and consuines by a process of 
burning, more slow, of course, but as real 
as if it took place inafurnace. This slow 
the chemists call ‘“ erema- 
causis,” or, to use a simpler term, oxida- 
tion. This oxidation is the grand process 
by which the surface of the earth, and the 
air, and the sea are purified of contamina 
tions. Noxious vapors from decaying ani- 
mal and vegetable matter and pestilential 
effluvia are destroyed by the oxidation, or 
slow burning process, that is constantly 
goingon. Thus the offensive ‘imptrities 
emptied into streams fromsewers and slaugh- 
ter-houses, which escape into the air in the 
form of noxious gases, are seized upon-by 
the all-devouring oxygen of the atmosphere 
and consumed, and the foul and putrid 
water is purified and sweetened by exposure 
to this action of the air, and this is the rea- 
son that so little offensive odor is now 
perceived at Johet, Morris, Ottawa, LaSalle, 
or other points on the Llinois River, past 
which the canal water flows. 

Aslong as the Chicago River and the 
canal were hermetically sealed over with 
two or three feet of solid ice, the oxygen of 
the air could not reach the noxious gases; 
and, as the foul water did not come in con- 
tact with the purifymg atmosphere until it 
was discharged into the river at Lockport, 
the oxygen of the air had not time toconsume

TREATMENT OF “INSANE” CRIMINALS. 

** Insane criminal,” or ‘‘ criminal insani- 
ty,” strictly speaking, is a contradiction in 
terms; but the plea of insanity has come to 
be urged so frequently of late yearsin ex- 
tenuation of crime that ‘insane criminals” 
must be regarded as a class differing at once 
from the harmless lunatics and the deliberate 
rascals. This class calls for a special kind of 
treatment. If actually insane, it is not 
right to make the perpetrator of a crime 
suffer the prescribed penalty therefor; but, 
if convicted of a criminal act and excused 
on a plea of insanity, it is not advisable to 
allow such person either to go free, when in- 
sanity may again betray him into crime, or 
to mingle in the ordinary asylums with per- 
sons who are merely unfortunate and have 
not even been suspected of a criminal act. 
The wardens and physicians of the insane 
asylums have long protested against the custom 
of confiding to their charge ‘ emotional ” 
murderers and those who have been guilty 
of other crime, but who have escaped 
punishment on the plea of insanity; they 
urge that it is contrary to good morals, and 
injurious to the welfare of the unfortunate 
bat innocent patients, to associate the crim- 
inals and non-criminals together in the same 
institution; on the other hand, humane con- 
siderations prevent the punishing of such 
persons like other criminals, and the welfare 
of society does not admit of their being en- 
tirely discharged from custody and restraint. 
These conflicting circumstances have sug- 
gested the establishment of a separate insti- 
tution for the detention and care of the 
‘‘criminally insane”; but this suggestion 
leads to the enlargement of official charity, 
of which there is already too mach in MDli- 
nois, and in most States of the Union. Thé 


true solution of the difficulty, we think, is 


td set aside special insane wards in the peni- 
tentiaries, or in at least one of the peniten-

But, if 
actually insane, Donanvur’s insanity is of a 
peculiarly horrible character, and his con- 
finement at the Eigin Asylum cannot but be 
extremely offensive to all persons who have 
friends at that asylum, and it may be inju- 


A couple of years ago a man 
named Prez kilied the editor of a Spiritualist 
paper, on the ground that the latter had se- 
duced Mrs. Prez.

to the Elgin Asylum, we believe; whether or 
not he is still there, we do not know. A few 
weeks ago a young man was arrested on the 
charge of robbing a safety-deposit, of which 
he was a trusted custodian. His friends rallied 
around him, enlisted the services of some 
medical experts and technical attorneys, 
offered some testimony of personal 
peculiarities, and procured his discharge 
from criminal liability on the plea of 
insanity. He wag sent to Elgin, but only 
remained there two or three days. The 
authorities of the Elgin Asylum would not 
detain him because, as a matter of fact, he 
was not in’ane, and he took his departure 
for some other part of the country, where he 
can laugh at the humbugged Chicago Courts. 
Had ANGELL chosen to plead insanity, there 
are incidents in his career and traditions in his 
family which, with the aid of shrewd attor- 
neys and liberal-minded pbysicians, would 
probably have secured his temporary confine. 
ment at Elgin instead of years in Joliet. 
‘There is now in jail, awaiting trial for the 
murder of a child-wife, an impertinent 
and reckless young man naméd Srevens, 
whose attorney has already formally 
announced that his defense will be a plea 
of ‘“‘emotional insanijy. If the plea shall 
be successful in this case, as it bas been in 
other similar cases, it is probable that Srz- 
vEens will be set free; for the experienced 
managers of the Elgin Asylum would proba- 
bly refuse to retain him, as they would any- 
body else in full possession of his faculties, 
even if the Court were to go through the 
form of committing him. 

The cases we have cited cover 4 large range 
of insanity as developed in criminal actions. 
Most persons will agree that in some of these 
cases the men under indictment were alto- 
gether criminal, and not at allinsane; in none 
of them, however, is there 4 condition which 
warrants a committal to the ordinary Insane 
Asylum and a discharge from all penalty for 
the unlawful acts of which they were guilty.

other ‘“‘criminally-insane” people. The 
penitentiaries are already provided with 
all the facilities for the detention of 
such persons; they have good physicians, 
who would begin to give special study to 
that phase of insanity which manifests itself 
in criminal acts: and the wardens and 
guards have an experience with criminals 
which would enable them to detect any 
shamming of insanity where there is none. 
This class of quasi-criminals and pseudo- 
lunatics could be treated as well and as scien- 
tifically in a State’s prison as in 8 more cost- 
ly and luxurious insane asylum, and there 
would not be the same danger of imposition 
nor so good a prospect fora gquck and easy 
escape. If confined under the condition that 
release cau only be by a judicial procedure, 
showing the victim to have been insane when 
the act was committed, but thoroughly cured 
and not subject to a relapse into that pecul- 
iar form of aberration which manifests 1tself 
in murder, defalcation, or kleptomania, 
society would begin to feel some protection 
against that class among whom viciousness 
and insanity are synonymous terms. It is 
also possible that, under these circumstances, 
the plea of insanity put in by the lawyers 
would not be relied upon so generally to 
secure escape from punishment, and that the 
new treatment would prove to be deterrent 
of crime as well as curative of a dangerous 
kind of mental derangement. 

A new code of ethics will have to be estab- 
lished for the telephone. The society editors 
and writers of books ov etiquette should take 
the matterup. The telephone has come into 
very general use. Itis a blessing not confined 
to the best society. Some of the creme de/a 
creme bave telephones; but others who are nei- 
ther creme nor de /a creme have them also. The 
company requires no credentials as to social 
standing from users of the telephone. Any- 
body who has one can call up anybody else sim- 
ilarly provided. The question is, What degrees 
of intimacy are required to justify one telephene- 
holder in “‘calling up”? another? Should the 
formalities be more or less than in the case of 
an orainary visit? Is the intrusion of an 
undesired, ring at the telephone greater 
than that of a ring at the door-bell? These are 
grave and absorbing problems,—fit for Sun- 
day meditation. On the one hand, it may 
be said that, inasmuch as the person at the tele- 
phone is vox et preterea nihi/, and even the ver 
may be unceremoniously switched off, such a 
call should not under any circumstances be 
resented. But, on the other, the penetrating 
nature of the call should be considered. it 
invades the sanctity of the home, pierces the 
shutters and the curtains, and reaches with all 
its shrill mterrogations the privacy of the bed- 
chamber. ‘Not at home” is an unsafe answer 
to such a call, for the telephone sends in no 
card, and, until one knows who the caller is, 
how can one tell whether to be “at howe” or 
not? Generally speaking, we should pronounce 
it unwise to “call up’”’ anybody save the most 
intimate friends before 11 in the morning 
or after 11 at night; to attempt to 
solicit subscriptions or peddle patent medicines 
by telephone; or to ask for the loan of money 
by thatconvenient medium. But it is entirely 
within bounds, speaking tropically, to use the 
telephone for any professional purpose,—to call 
uv your doctor, for instance, or te procure an 
‘interview’’ for the morning paper thereby. The 
owners of telephones must understand that this 
valuable invention bas brought the newspaper 
reporter to their own bed-room doors. It has 
expanded the machinery of the newspaper in- 
definitely; and for this let ali of us, particularly 
those of us who are liable to fall victims to the 
persecutions of the wily interviewer, be sol- 
emoly thankful. Gop moves in @ mysterious

Annual Report of the President of the 
Board of Trustees. 


The Waldron Detaication and 
Other Financial Bother- 
ations. 


What the Board Has Done in the Way of 
Paying Off 


The State Legislature having passed the act for 
the consolidation of the dates of election of town 
and village officers in Hyde Park, and, there- 
fore, the next set of village officials having to be 
chosen on the first Tuesday in April , Mr. John J. 
Beniett, President of the Board of Trustees of 
the above-named village, has deemed it obliga- 
tory upon himself and the other incumbents to 
make their annual report at this juucture in ad- 
vance of the election. He does this now, he 
says, ‘‘ upon the theory that the people are enti- 
tled to know from their public servants the 
actual condition of their affairs entrusted to 
them.”? Mr. Bennett enters at the outset some- 
what lengthily upon arecital of the circum- 
stances which have developed the present 


UNFORTUNATE CONDITION OF THE VILLAGE 
TREASURY 


of Hyde Park, and remarks that the President 
of the Village Board immediately preceding the 
present one stated in hfs last report that the 
village had “in the Treasttry $60,000 in cash,”’ 
and added: “You (the former Board) have the 
satisfaction of handing over to your successors 
in office the affairs of the municipality in good 
working order. ‘There is sufficient cash in the 
Treasury for the immediate necessities of the 
several departments.” This flattcring state- 
ment as to the condition of things unfostunate- 
ly did not prove to be correct. The present 
Board found “*a worse than empty Treasury. 
The warrants drawn by the former Board de- 
manding immediate paym exceeded the cash 
turned over to Mr. Follans e by $5,609.12.” 
Mr. Beunett then refers to the defaication of 
Mr. Waldron, the former Treasurer, which fact 
was brought out by the persistent refusal of the 
present Board to reappoint that gentleman un- 
til he could show that be Deld the funds of the 
village intact. The Treasurer, finding it was 
useless to further conceal the true state of bis 


administration of the finances of the village, 
“eoneceded that the extent of the defalcation 
was $112,308.92."" Saves Mr. Bennett: “It may 
be much more; for there was absolutely. no 
check pon him. At the same time that he 
conceded the balance-due the village above

enforce them. Sec. 8 of Art.7 of the Village 


| Incorvoration act, which was adopted by Hyde 


Park in 1872. provided that the Treasurer stall 
at the end of each and every month, and often- 
er, if required, render accounts under oath to 


effect in August, 1876, and yet neither the ordi- 
nance por the statute was ever complied with, 
for Waidron’s reports were certified, not sworn, 
to. For five years be carried this on, and there 
is nothing to show that be ever took an oath of 
office. 

Mr. Bennett then rebearses the financial 
transactions between Mr. Waldron and Chaup- 
cey Bowen, whereby the latter person had the 
000 secured upon village 
bonds, and which was withheld and not paid 
over. This was not reported to the Board. 

ANOTHER PECULIARITY 


of Waldron’s financial operations was the fact 
that he kept a bank-accomumt as Treasurer until 
the years 1577 and °78. Prior to that time his 
account wherein the village moneys were de- 
posited was kept in the name “ A. D. Waldron,” 
and checked out and used largely for bis own 
private purpose. When his official account was 
opeved in 1878, he made a personal loan of his 
bank of $55,247.82, and placed as collateral 
$199,000 of rvillage bonds issued in 1575, the 
authority to issue which had been revoked by 
the village, and a portion of which bonds were 
certified to by bim as registered, while they 
never were registered; and he made that certifi- 
cate under a date subsequent to the re- 
peal of the ordinance which authorized their 
issuance. The coupons had not been 
cut off for several vears, a fact known to the 
officers of the bank, and it is manifest that they 
had opportunities to kuow that the placing of 
them by Mr. Waldron, as collatera! to his per- 
sonal loan, was pot in good faith. ‘* When the 
Village Accountant, Mr. Chace, bad been mis- 
led by the certificate of the bank to believe that 
the money shown by the certificate was to the 
credit of the village, Mr. Waldron’s personal 
loan was paid, without authority, from the 
village funds, so placed to its credit in bis oifi- 
cial account.’ 

The village bas instituted a suit against the 
bank to recover the 
funds, so paid to the bank with their knowledge, 
and witbout authority from the village, amount- 
ing to from $53,000 to $90,000, as is claimed. 

Mr. Bennett recites the fact of several other 
suits having been instituted and certain sums 
recovered,—$5,0U0 in money, and twelve coal 
cars, in the case of Keene vs. Waldron; real 
estate valued at $30,000, less taxes or other 
liens from his trustees; and also the bringing of 
suit against Waidron’s official bonds. * The 
»rosecution of Mr. Waldron criminally,” says 
Mr. Bennett’s report, “was a duty devolving 
upon the State’s-Attorpey and the people of 
Cook County, and was nO part of the duty of 
the Village Trustees.’ 

WHEN THE PRESENT BOARD CAME INTO OFFICE 
it was not only deprived of the $112,305.92 
which should have been in the Treasury, but 


was without any funds to administer the Vil- | 


lage Government, and was pressed for payment 
of $5,699.12 of warrants issued by their prede- 
cessors in excess Of funds and immediately 
payable. Ali demands were met, and the July 
interest paid without borrowing a dollar.

the Board being badly hampered 1n this direc- 
tion at the outset by there not being a cent in 
the ury to the credit of the fund. 
Notwithstanding this, streets have been 
paved, roadways improved, and _  thbor- 
oug biares geoerally made passable. 
“Ninety per cent of the moneys which bave 
been expended upon these roads has gone to 
the pockets of the laborers of the village. The 
margins to contractors have been kept to the 
lowest point; Jaborers have been protected in 
their pay for labor. For every dollar expendea 
the village has a full equivalent, and the Jabor- 
ing classes have had that timely employment 
which has enabled them to meet the require- 
ments of 4 severe winter, and, as a rule, the 
or ag they have been treated honestly an 
airly. 

The President enumerates other acts of the 
Board daring its official term as follows: It bas 
fundea the debt contracted in the abortive at- 
tempt to construct pumping-works at South 
Chicago; urged the construction of a ditch 
along Stony Island avenue to Calumet 
Lake, from LEighty-seventh street south; 
passed = an ordinance providing that 
no improvement, where the costs are derived 
from special assessments, sball be contracted or 
made until 75 per cent of the assessments shail 
be first paid into the Treasury of the village; 
the management of special assessments has 
been such as not to entail any general liability 
upon the village for failure to collect ; the Beat- 
ty contract for the construction of the Forty- 
first-street sewer has been uctangled; numerous 
sewers have been constructed; the water-re- 
ceipts have more than paid expenses of the 
works by $4.000; and Mr. Bennett is certain 
that the water-rents in ten years “ will reach 
$45,000 to $50,000. Should this prove to be the 
case, the receipts from the water-rents—after 
payment of the village debt—should pay at least 
half the current expenses of the village.” 

The Board has caused more street-lamps to be 
burned than formerly, and has done it for 
$1,371.93 less than the cost of the preceding 
year. 

The report says: ‘ You have in your Trevsury 
now in money, not including special funds, 
$12,535.40. These amounts aggregate $139,- 
625.23, end will at the end of the year amount 
to $146,625.58; and this sum shows the real 
amount which you have and will have saved to 
the village above current expenses. In ali the 
improvements your business has been managed 
with all the care and sttention which any pri- 
vate individual would exercise in his own busi- 
ness. Every dollar expended bas received a 
doliar’s return.

To meet this indebtedness the village has 
assets amounting to $561,454.59. 

Mr. Benueit says the problem of paying the 
village debt is a very simple one, and consists 
in réalizing upon these assets and applying the 
proceeds, together with other money to be 
levied for the Sinking Fund, in the retirement of 
this indebtedness, at the same time keeping 
current expenses Within bounds. And he urges 
that the ordinances providing for the applica- 
tion of moneys to this purpose be nut repealed 
or violated, but eniorced. “If this be done, 
the village,’ he says, “will cease to owe a dol- 
lar ipside of five years.” The appropriation 
this year, he belfeves, may be reduced to $12U,-

Cuicaco, March 15.—This city is known 
througbout the entire world for its being, in a 
superlative degree, the most enterprising and 
aggressive community on earth. Whatever is 
attempted in a commercial way must be of such 
character as to make its parallel impossible. 
‘* How much is he worth?” is the question that 
a stranger’s name is most likely to be first cou- 
pled with. Is this wholly creditable? 

Chicago and the West have yearly contributed 
many thousands of dollars to Eastern educa- 


tional institutions, which by right shoold re- 
‘main here; and if afew of our great dry-goods 
merchants, mapnafacturers, bankers, packers, 
and railway operators would call a hails upon 
themselves long enough to enable them to see 
what their city is losing by their almost crimi- 
nal negligence in this respect, the West would 
soon be able to offer the very highest and best 
educational! facilities to her own people, and to 
those of the East and South as well. 

Chicago contains many millionaires. Some, 
indeed, nearly all of them, owe their great 
wealth to Chicago. Yet, with one or two ex- 
ceptions,—«like Taylor and Newberry,—what has 
any one of them done for Chicago in return! Is 
it not a shame, and should it not cause 
these millionaires positive mortification, to 
learn that a worthy Chicago institution 
of lear is at this moment in a 
most embarrassing financial strait, and 
is appealing to New York and Boston for help?

Decorative Design, 
To the Editor of The Triduna 

Cuicaco, March 15.—May I be permitted, as 
a member of the School Committee of the 
Academy of Design, to eall attention through 
your columns to the importance of a recent ex- 
tension of the educationsl privileges of the 
Academy? Irefey to the formation of classes 
in decorative design under the direction of Mr. 
Pierce. Although the Secretary has made 
every effort to apprise the public, through 
circulars, notices, and lectures, of the objects 
and cbaracter of this instruction, it appears not 
yet to be fully understood. 

It is, in fact, the beginning of a department 
of art education of equal, and perhaps in some 
ways superior, importance to the branches of 
academic instruction heretofore exclusively 
taught at the Academy. | 

By decorative desigu is fmeant the inventing, 
drawing, and coloring of ornamental patterns 
for a wide variety of purposes. Itis necessary, 
before porcelain can painted, before wood or 
stone work can be carved, before rooms can be 
decorated, embroide worked, wall-papers 
printed, or orpamental advertisements struck 
off, that designs should be prepared, tasteful in 
form and coler, appropriate to their use, and 
easy to apply to the material for which they are 
intended. ‘The skill required to execute the de- 
sign is often smal! compared with that involved 
in its invention, and it must be a humble work- 
man, whether an amateur porcelain painter or a 
professiona! house decorator, who is content al- 
ways to use borrowed patterns. 

The classes at the Academy are intended, as 
the announcement expresses it, “‘ to qualify stu- 
dents to produce good design ‘for any of these 
various uses, so that they may know Where to 
look for the material of ornamentation, and how 
to adapt and apply it for any particular purpose. 
The course therefore will embrace an introduc- 
tion to the geometrical arrangement of elements 
of design, the conventionalization of flowers and 
other natural objects, the use of water-colors 
for the representation of flat or relieved orna- 
ment, the sources of ornamental material in the 
decoration of bistorical and national schools,’’ 
etc. 
The former clase, meeting Thursdays and Sat- 
urdays (which wil! naturally be made up largely, 
though it is hoped not exclusively, of lady ama- 
teurs), bas made a on Soe the last 
week, though it y be considered fully 
established; while the evening class (Monday 
and Wednesday), for studentst of architecture, 
engraving, decoration, etc., will meet for the 
first time to-morrow evening (March 17). Mr. 
O. J. Pierce, the teacher,is a disciple of the 
South Kensingson methods as taught in the 
Norma) Art School in Massachusetts; and he is 
supported by the counsel and tne use of the 
material of a considerable circle of architects 
and designers who are interested ia the move- 
ment. A vaiuable privilege of the day-students 
is the use of the antique studies of the Acade- 
my through the afternoon, 

W hile there is no inclination in any quarter to 
interrupt the present satisfactory progress of 
the schools of drawing and painting, it is the 
view of the School Committee that the Academy 
of Design should cover both the fields which 
seem to be included under its name, Academic 
Art and 8tudy of Design. The relation of a 
class intended to imtroduce students to the 
knowledge necessary for producing tasteful and 
excellent design to the commercial aud manu- 
facturing industries of 4 great city is obvious, 
Good ornament and geveral comeliness is re- | 
quired in all kinds of wares put upon the mar- 
ket. Such instruction commends the Academy 
more than heretofore to the favor of our com- 
mercial classes.

CITY-HALL WORK. 


The work on the new City-Hall, it is feared, is 
to be seriously delayed and interfered with on 
account of the trouble the contractors are hav- 
ing with the stonecutters. The contractors are 
offering to pay $2.50 for ten hours’ work, but 
the men hoid out and demand that amount for 
eight hours’ work, and here is the rock upon 
which they split. Last season the contractors 
paid $2 for eight hours’ work, and the men were 
satisfied, and they would now be satisfied 
with the terms offered if the asso- 
ciations to which .they belong would 
not interfere. Several days ago the contractors 
got some of them to go to work on their own 
terms, but they quft again, the Stonecutters’ 
Union agreeing to pay them $2.50 per day for 
walking around, and is paying them promptly 
every morning. This is the condition of affairs, 
and it is predicted that.the members of the 
Union wil] hold out until they have spent their 
last cent, and certainly the contractors will not 
yicid. There is any quantity of stone in the 
yard of the contractors, and they will pay good 
stonecutters $2.50 for ten hours’ work, but no 
more, because they cannot afford it, The 
chances are that the work of stone-setting will 
not be commenced before the middle of/ the 
coming month under the circumstances.

& Wesson. This was about 1 o'clock 
in the morning. § Mrs. Meyer _ testi- 
fied that she had been married to the 
deceased jast Monday in Justice Scullv’s court. 
She had been divorced some four weeks pre- 
vious from ber first husband, Hamman, who 
was keeping a saloon at the corner of Lake-and 
Haisted streets. Upon coming up-stairs Meyer 
started to go to bed, and then sat down in a 
rocking-chair, aud, exclaiming  ** Good-by, 
Annie,’’ shot himself. <A verdict of suicide was 
returned, the jarv turning over their fees to the 
indigent widow, who has five children to sup- 

rt. Capt. Miller also took up a subscription 
o defray the funeral expenses. 

Decased was quite a well-known character in 
that division of the city, and bad been pick- 
named * Millionen”? Meyer for the prodigai 
mannerip which be expended his money, He 
came to this country along in 1864, and did a 
flourishing liquor trade in the South.

OBITUARY. 
, | JOSEPH -E. BROWN. 

The decease of Josepn E. Brown, and his funer- 
al durimg the past week, make another vacancy 
among the honored old settlers of Chicago. He 
came bere to reside in 1836, and builta dwelling- 
house on Clark street, fronting east, abou fifty 
feet south of Jackson street, where he resided 
with his family till a shert tinie before the fire 
of 1871, when he removed to the West Side and 
buiit him a residence at No. 59 Aberdeen street. 

Mr. Brown has been one of the leading and 
useful men of Chicago. He was a carpenter 
and jomer for ten or twelve years, and was a 
partner with Jacob Harris, and worked faith- 
fully ta build and make Chicago. About 1848 
or 1549 his bealth failea, and he was compelled 
to abaudon his trade, and became aclerk and 
assistam: in the banking office of I. H. Burch & 
Co., where he remained as long as Mr. Burch 
continued in business, and acted as his agent in 
Chicago up to the time of his decease. When 
Mr. Burch went to Europe some years ago he 
left his-entire interests in Cnicago in the hands 
of Mr. Brown, having perfect confidence in bis 
skill and integrity in the m@uagement of mone- 
tary matters. Others have also confided the 
mabagement of their monetary affairs to his 
cere during the past seven or eight years, so 
much so that his time has been faliv occupied. 

{n ali the relations of life Mr. Brown deserved 
and reeeived the confideuce and respect of his 
fellowanen. He has been a member of the old 
Ciark Street Methodist Church over forty years, 
and'mach of the time has acted in an official re-

TRYING THEIR FAITH. 
THE CEREMONY OF BAPTISM IN FROZEN PAPA- 
KATING CREEK. 

New York Sun, 

The miniature cove, with its shelving, pebbly 
bottom in Papakating Creek, near, Deckertown, 
where Farmer Halsey Berry} waters bis horses, 
was cleared of ice on Saturday afternoon with 
the aid of axes and a stout iron rake. This 
cove is now called the baptismal ground of the 
First Baptist Chureh of the Towa of Wantage, 
in Sussex: County, New Jersey. Halsey Berry 
is the sexton. The Baptists of the village have 
to drive a mile to their: meeting-house, which 
stands alone on a side hill aquarter of a mile 
from the creek. “Its pastor, the Rev. J. G. 
Dyer, began a revival among the farmers early 
in December, in a school-bouse ‘beyond the 
church, and soon afterward a separate revival 
was begun in the yillage. The week of prayer 
at the beginning of the new year had the) effect 
of uniting the two movements, and a series of 
enthusiastic revival meetings was begun in the 
church. These were continued there uotil two 
weeks ago, when they were transferred to the 


} Opera-bouse in the village, where they are now 


being held every other night. The net result 
of the religious movement is nigety converts. 
Fifteen of the converts were baptized in Papa- 
kating Creek on Feb 23, and seven yesteraay, 

After the morning service, a long procession 
of wagons was driven down from the church to 
the yard and fields about Halsey Berry’s house. 
The horses were blanketed, and the occupadts 
of the a ns thronged down to the creek to 
the number of about 500. The men, women, 
and children stood on the soft ground as close 
to the margin as they could get, while the boys 
stood on the unbroken ice or crossed over to the 
oiher side. Some of m climped jiuto the 
crotebes of the oaks and Maples, whose leafless 
boughs stretched over the little space of clear 
water. One of the Deacons of the church kept 
the water clear from fleating ice with a hand- 
rake. Brother Jesse R.| Little placed bimself 
close to the edge of the pool, and then the pas- 
tor, clad to his breast in an undergarment of 
rubber, which was concealed by a long black 
robe, advanced into the water. Two weeks ago 
he was obliged to go beyond the éddy of the 
cove into the swift black current of the stream 
to find water deep enough for convenient im- 
mersion. Yesterday hc went only to the middle 
of the cove, where, at a distance of a dozen feet 
from the shore, the water stood at his waist. 
He felt bis way carefully with a stick, and 
when he Lad made sure of a good position 
be threw the stick ashore. In the meantime 
the choir on the shore had been singing: ‘ All 
hail the power of Jesus’ name.” When they 
had finished the pastor lifted his face and made 
a prayer; then he held out his hands toward the 
snore, where Mrs. Elizabeth Chadwick and Miss 
Maggie Givcans were waiting in their long black 
baptismal robes. Cotton: was stuffed in their 
ears to prevent the ingress of water. 

Brother Little helped Mrs. Caatwick into the 
shallow water next to the shore, and kept hold 
of one of her bands until the pastor was able, by 
extending his arm,to grasp her by the other. 
The choir saue “ Jesus’, keep me near the crogs.”’ 
No time was lost. First the pastor dipped one 
hand in the water and laid it on her brow. This 
was not a part of the religious ceremopy. It 
was merely to prevent arush of blood to the 
head from the lower extremities by a counter- 
acting chill. Next he turned the candidate so 
that ber back was up-stream, and (then, taking 
her two hands, clasped before ber on her waist, 
in nis left hand and placing his right on her 
shoulders, be lifted his face and said: 

** Sister, on confession of your faith, I baptize 
you into the name of the Father, the Son, and 
the Holy Ghost.”’ 

As he uttered the last word, he gently pares 
her backward into the water with bis left hand, 
while be supported her with his right. Her 
features, which had shown no sign of'fear or 
agitation, though clesely scrutinized by the 500 
spectators, remaiped rigiaiy under control yutil 
the water closed ever them. Her head was held 
resolutely in its natura! position, and it appeared 
when she was immediately afterward lifted up 
as if her feet had never stirred from their po- 
sition on the bottom. As soon as she arose, 
however, gasping for breath, ber self-control for- 
sook her for half asecond, and she began to 
struggie for the shore. Mr. Dver seized her 
shoulders with both hands to steady ber. His 
touch restored her presence of mind, and then 
she walked decorously outof the water, aided by 
the pastor and Brother Little. Here she was 
hurried)y wrapped in blankets, helped into a 
sieigh, and carried to Mr. Berry’s honse, 200 
yards away. While she was going out of the 
water, Miss Giveans stepped boildiy in without 
the aid of Brother Little. She maintained her 
self-possession throughout the ceremony, even ia 
the trying moment when she was lifted from the 
cold water gasping for breath and was obliged 
to meet the view of the multitude on the banks. 
The blood rushed into her cheeks, and her light 
auburn hair glistened with the streaming water. 
Vhe white collar and cuffs that had tastefully 
relieved her sombre baptismal robe were now 
limp and shapeless. While she was being car- 
ried to the house wrapped in drv shawls, Hum- 
ohrey Martin, son of ex-Assemblyman Lebeus 
Martin, Sr.) who was baptized in the same place 
on Feb. 28, stepped into) the water clad.in 4 
black baptismal robe, the choir singing, ‘* Near- 

od, to, Thee.”” His baptism wag fol- 
by these of Frederick Gelston and Will- 
iam J. Lewis, also in baptismal roves. Edward 
Conklin and Morris Fenner, two other young 
men, followed immediately afterward. he of 
these wore ordinary clothes and the other was 
immersed in his shirt-sleeves. The baptism of 
the seven young candidates occupied hardly 
more tban seven minutes. The people in at- 


‘tendancé were respectiul and orderly. Among 


these were the Rev. Mr. King, of the Methodist 
Church in Deckertown, and \Deacon J, ; 
Gelston, of the Mount Salem Baptist Church, 
whose son, Frederick, was one of the seven can- 
didates. ‘The Rey. Mr. King was formerly a 
Baptist, while the Rev. Mr. Dyer was formerly 
a Methodist. Mr. Dyer says that there will 
doubtless be about twenty-five other candidates 
baptized soon. , There is no baptistry tn his 
church, and the reason of this, he explains, is 
that the general sentiment of church people in 
that part of the country is in tavor of immer- 
sion in a natural stream. He says that none of 
the persons baptized on Feb. 23 has since suffer- 
ed from colds, or otherwise; nor has he ever 
known of a case where injury has been dope by 
immersion in the whole course of his ministry. 


MONGOLIAN PAGANISM. 
RELIGIOUS CELEBRATION OF THB CHINESE 
NEW-YEAR.

New-Year’s being the createst festival in the 
Chinese calendar, the worship of the gods and 
goddesses is more ostentatious and impressive 
on this occasion than upon any other. Almost 
all the deities in the mythology are propitiated 
at this season with various kinds of offerings, 
sacrifices, and observances, and no one of the 
many imposing and impressive festivals througb- 
out the year presents a better opportunity of 
witnessing Chinese worship. For several days 
previous to New-Year’s the usual preparations 
for the celebration were in active operation: 
stores were decorated, the cooks in the restau- 
rants and elsewhere were exercising their culi- 
pary skill in preparing the most acceptable and 
choi:est viands, and Chinatown, in fact, was all 
bustle and expectancy. The two temples io 
San Francisco were visited during the weck by a 
great many worshipers, who had laid offerings 
of artificial fowers cut out of tinsel-paper and 
fastened to thin bamboo splints op the shrine of 
the various divinities exposed for worship. 
The divinities not so exposed, for want 
of room,—all necessarily in miniature,— 
were carefuliy laid away on shelves, protected 
by iron wire, some distance in front of the 
surines in each temple. The temple deilicated 
to the worship of the vearly Emperor. Supreme

Ruler—the Chinese Jupiter—on Clay street, be- 


is kept in ex: t order, and contains, of 
course, all the vessels and utensils neces- 
sary for performing, the ceremonies. It is a 
room in the third story, about twenty feet long 
and twenty feet wide, with two or three rvoms 
behind it for the use of the servants, and to 
which the priests sometimes resort for rest and 
smoking opium. Iu all Chinese cities of avy 
consequence the temple of this Deity is from 
500 to 1,000 feet long, and seyeral hundred feet 
wide. entering this small tempie in San 
Francisco the visitor stands in front of two 
altars, one behind the other, and behind both 
is the shrine or recess in which the God is seated 
on a throne, which is scarceiv perceptible from 
the profusion of artificial flowers and various 
offerings of a more or less ornamental charac- 
ter, which are placed at his feet and suspended 
arouod the recess. Along the walls, cient on 
one side and nine on the other, are bronze 
croziers. Oc the first altar is a large bronze 
uro for burning iocense, and on either side of 
the urn are three large flower-vases of compo- 
sition metal, each three feet hich, aud immedi- 
ately behind the urn are three large candles four 
feet long, together with a large stick of fragrant 
incense. Within this altar, on a shelf covered 
with irom wire, are the pvumerous divinities 
above mentioned. ‘The second altar isin every 
way similar to the first, with the exception that 
the urn and flower-vase gre similar. From the 
roof, between the two altars, is suspended a 
chandelier, in which one or more lights are kept 
constantly burning. We now come to the 
shrine in which the god is enthroned. It is a 
recess about six feet hizh, four feet wide, and 
about three feet deep. The god himself, as 
seated on his throne, is about three feet hich, 
the head adorned with a crown of gold; that is 
to say, of gold-leaf. ‘rhe face of the god has a 
contour of the best type of Mongolian phrsiog- 
noniy, a mild, benignant expressionv, and a thin, 
long black beard and mustache falling grace- 
fully over his chin and chest. Before the shrine 
is an ura, in whicha taper is constantly burn- 
ing; on the right of it is suspended a bell as 
large as one of our cbhurch-bells, claimed to be 
a hundred years old at least, and fixed ina 
frame over the bell isa drum, both used iv 
summoning worshipers on due occasions to the 
tempie. Turning to leave the temple we ob- 
serve to the right of the s‘aircase, in a coroner, 
what looks like a very smail baker’s oven, 
with a small square aperture in each 
of its sides. This is used for burning 
mock money and mock clothing, etc. 
Mock money is small pieces of paper painted 
to look like silver or gold, as the case may be. 
The mock money or mock clothing or other 
mock article is forwarded to the spirits in Hades 
by their relatives on the earth by burning it in 
the oven, where, by the potency of a certain 
formula of prayer, it is transmitted into the 
precious metal it represents, and so received by 
the spirit, who can gurchase with it whatever 
be wants in the inferd@al regions. 

The second temple is on Dupont street, and 
is dedicated to several gods and goddeases, who 
have their respective shrines, like that of the 

early Emperor, Supreme Ruler, just described. 
ike the other temple, it contains a number of 
other divinities in miniature, who are kept on a 
shelf in the same manner as in the temple of 
the Chinese Jove. It alsocontains two altars in 
front of the shrines like those in the former, 
and in many respects alike, save that the sacred 
furniture and the temple itself, and indeed ihe 
whole paraphernalia of sacred belongings, are of 
a kind much inferior to those in the temple of 
the pearly Emperor, Supreme Ruler. In this 
temple are three shrines, each decorated like 
that of thewChinese Jove, and each about the 
sanie dimensions. In tlie- middie shrine are 
three goddesses—** Mother,” the greatest of all 
goddesses, being the middle ivinity, hay- 
ing on her right the Goddess of 
Mercy and on her left the Goddess of 
Sailors. The divinities are of wood, painted ina 
dark color, about two feet high, ef vo particu- 
lar expression of countenance, and decked pro- 
fusely with artiticial flowers, and having cacha 
robe of red-colored paper over her neck and 
shoulders. In niches on either side of these 
divinities, but in the same shriuve, are the god 
of beasts, the god of war, the god confessor, the 
god of water, the divine tiger, the stop-devil, 
with bell in band to frighten away evil spirits, 
and the god of fire. In the shrive on the right 
is the god of doctors, holding in his extended 
right hand a red pill, andin the shrine on the 
leit the god of wealth, witha handful of gold, 
which, with a benigu expression, he offers to 
his worshipers. In a niche in the wall, close 
to the door, is one of the ten kings of hell, 4 
grimy idol two feet high, with a laughing face, 
who prevents evil spirits from entering the tem- 
pie, andin a little shrine to the ‘right, on the 
floor, ig bis policeman, the little devil, a slender 
imp two feet hich, wno aids the King in exclud- 
ing the evil ones; and on the left is the oven for 
burning mock money. Having now prepared 
the way for treating the celebration of New- 
Year’e in its religious aspect, and of introducing 
some of the principal deities in Chinese mythol- 
ogy, it may be stated that the festivities of the 
first day resolved themselves into five classes, 
viz.: The sacrifice to heaven and earth, the wor- 
ship of ancestral tablets or family gods, the 
worship of deceased ancestors, prostration be- 
fore living parents and grandparents, and mak- 
ing New-Year’s calls. 
he sacrifice of heaven and earth was per- 
formed between 4 aml 5 o’elock in the morning, 
by placing «a bucketful of boiled rice on a table 
in the front entrance of each dwelling, to- 
gether with ten bowls of cooked vegetables (no 
meats), ten cups of tea, ten cups of wine, two 
large burning candles, and three sticks of com- 
mon incepse or one stick of fragrant incense, 
with ten pairs of chop-sticks stuck here and 
there in the rice. Mock monev was burned and 
offered to the New Year with five kinds of fruit 
and some loose-skinned oranges. When all 
these things were duly arranged in each dwell- 
ing, fire«rackers were exploded far and near, 
announcing that New-Year festivities had just 
begun. Alter this the bead of each family, 
holding in bis hand a stick of lighted incense, 
kneit and bowed bis head three times before 
the table on which the viands. were placed. 
This was thanking heayen and earth for past 
favors, and propitiating them for future benefits. 
Then again was performed the ceremony of the 
explosion of fire-crackers and the burning of 
mock money. ‘The worship of ancestral 
tabiets followed, and the worship by juniors 
of the heads ef their respective families, 
when the male portion of the population 
started out to make calls. ‘The first dav was 
observed by rich aud poor alike; from the first 
to the fourth was kept up by persons in 
easy circumstances, while the rich abstain from 
all business, theoretically at least, for a whole 
month. Asa general rule no meats were used 
on the first day. | Here it may be stated, by an- 
ticipation, that the gods, who went to Heaven 
during the tast days of the old year to report 
oethly affairs to the pearly Emperor, Supreme 
Ruler, return on the 15th of the month to re- 
sume their duties. Among the most important 
of these divinities are the God of the hitchen, 
the God of Wealth, and the God of Jovy, and 
these will be welcomed home witli rejoicings 
and a festival called “offering the rice.”’ During 
the first week of this year and the expiring days 
of the Jast one, the principal gods and goddesses 
receive each the homage due to him or her by 
appropriate offerings and sacrifice. ‘J he first 
and greatest of ail, as already stated, is the 
early Emperor, Supreme Ruler. This is the 
ongolian Jove. It is be who produces and 
governs all things in Heaven above and on earth 
beneath. He receives the reports of the higher 
gods regarding the management of their various 
deyartments, inferior de‘ties not being permitted 
to approach him, and examine into the merits 
aud demerits of mortals, with the view to their 
‘he maaner of wor- 
shiping him is by three kneelings and vine 
knockings, that is, the worsbiper kneels and 
stands three times before him, and at each 
kneeling kuocks his head three times on the 
floor. 


TESTIMONY OF ATHEISTS. 

A CALIFORNIA COURT RULES THAT INFIDELS 
MAY TESTIFY. 
San Francisco Bulletin. 

In the United States Circuit Court yesterday, 
the trial of John H. Snow, formerly mate of the 
American bark C. O. Whitmore, for the murder 
of James R. Elwood, on board that vessel in 1876 


was resumed. 

The first witness called for the prosecution 
was Charles Wright, a shipmate of the deceased 
seaman. He testified that Snow did not go near 
Elwood after the beginning of his illness; that 
the Captain gave all orders in regard to the 
patient; that he had seen the wate strike the 
deceased man on the head witha belaying-pin ; 
that the Cgptain ence struck Elwood in the face 
with bis batid; that Elwood was confined in the 
lazarette and chained; that the chain was so 
sbort that it allowed him only a foot to move 
about in; that his condition was such that they 
removed him to the deck: that wheu taken out 
he was covered with sores; that on bis removal 
to the deck the Captain ordered that he should 
be scrubbed with salt water and sand; that be 
was then taken tothe carpenter’s room and 
placed in a box four feet our iuches in length, 
which was $0 shor: that he lay doubled up, and 
that, aftera few days’ suffering, be died. A 
loaded bag was tied to his feet and his body 
thruwn overboad. His mind seemed clear uotil 
just before his death, when be became delirious, 
calling fur bis wife and caild. | 

Charles de Lacale was called as a wicness fcr 
the prosecution, and Mr. Barnes said he wisbed 
to challepge the competency of the witness on 
the ground that he does not believe in a Deity.

ARCHBISHOP PURCELL, 
DISASTROUS CONSEQUENCES }OF HIS FAILURE. 
New York Nation. 

It is safe to say that no consequence of the 
panic of 1873 has been so emptesque, as well as 
disastrous, as the appeara of a Catholic 
Archbishop in the charactar @f 4 bankrupt sav- 
ings-bank. His failure illus§rates in a curious 
Way the nature of the magia—for this is the 
proper word for it—which preceded the crisis 
and brought it about. His taking about $4,- 
000,000 of poor people’s mongy, and keeping no 
books of account, or only V imperfect ones, 
and putting it all, or pnearly§ all, into churches 
and mopasteries and schopli—or, in other 
words, into unproductive? and practically 
unsalable property—is a ry singular phe- 
pomenon. It is very singpiar, too, after 
making every allowance f the reverence 
of Catholics for High Church@ignitaries, that so 
many people should have been found willing to 
trust him with their funds, and should have be- 
lieved in bis ability.to mavage them safely. It 
is true that a feeling of respect for the financial 
expacity of Bishops is diffused through the 
Church by the absolute control over the diocesan 
property with which they are entrusted,—so ab- 
solute, indeed, that we believed they are not 
called on for any public accounts. The Arch- 
bishop’s own views on this subject, too, were 
forcibly set forthin a circular which he issued 
in 1865 to the clergy of his djocese touching the 
management of church property. After sbow- 
ing that by the canons, by “* the consent of the 
faithful in all ages,’’ and by the Bible, this man- 
agement *‘is confided to the Bishops,’”’ he goes 
on to say: 

Fourth—In the discharge 6f this duty he [the 

astor of a congregation, as representative of the 

ishop} may be advantageously assisted by lay 
counsellors selected from among men of the con- 
gregation of well-known piety, probity, intelli- 
gence, prudence, and peaceableness. The evils 
done the Church in the United States in times past, 
and the scandals given by lay trustees, have caused 
the Lioly See ana all the true friends of religion to 
look with disfavor on the appointment of laymen 
a3 managers of church funds. Hen¢e it is only 
when care bas been taken to guard against unrea- 
sonaodle and vain pretensions and unwarrattavle 
assumptions of authority and dictation on their 
part that such appointments are allowed. ‘They 
are not the owners or controllers of ecclesiastical 
property; they are not tae representatives of the 
congregation, as has sometimes been supposed, 
but simply the assistants of the pastor im the care 
of the temporal) affairs of*the gongregation. 

Scill, the knowledge thatthe Archbishop had 
become liablé for interest Oh an enormous sum 
must have been widely spread for many years, 
and spread, too, in a community which is toler- 
ably well informed, even in its most ignorant 
strata, about the conditi on which money 
can be made productive repaid when calied 
for; and this without exciting alarm. There is 
nothing in the relations of the Catholic clergy 
to their flocks that will ageount ior this. The 
Church, especially since shé 6st ber vast endow- 
ments, would doubtiess baye gladly uadertaken 
in, various countries théfunction of keeping 


and this we think is; 

the probibition In many dioceses of 
receipt of loans or deposits by the  par- 
ish priest. In fact, considbring the readiness 
which she always has showavto undertake any 
duties which seented likely @ give her influence, 
the inference that she w have widely en- 
gagedin the banking busidess,if people bad 
been willing to resort to hemdor this purpose, is 
not an unfair one. ‘The clergy have shown great 
ability in accumulating ciureh property and in 
managing it for church purposes, but this has 
not, somehow, satisfied the world that they are 
good financial advisers or good persons to hold 
money ** on ¢aii.”’ 

The secret of the sete cy, sh success in pro- 
curing deposits undoubtedly lay in the state of 
minc on the part of the pdblic, and on the part 
of the lay financiers, which made possible the 
evormous investments in railroads during the 
seven vears preceding 1873, and which during 
the same period plunged so many cities and 
towns into the work of making “ improve- 
ments.’?’ His mental condition when receiving 
tlie deposits and promising interest on 
tliem was probably, in its vague hopefulness 
aid disiike of dry investigation, very like that 
of the speculators who sold the bonds of all 
the now bankrupt railroads. He did not clearly 
know how he was to provide the interest, nor 
they where the earnings on which they relied 
were to come from; butit was “in the air” 
that all would go well, and that real estate 
would rise, and traflic grow, and population in- 
crease, andthe good times neverend. Between 
1870 and 1873 a large number of speculators 
really believed thatan issue of bonds would 
make business for a railroad; that a bond was 
not simply San gevidence of debt but a cre- 
ator of wealth. The editors of the religious 
papers had a feeling abouta well-engraved bond 
somewhat like that of the Bishop of Gloucester 
about the effect of the Afghan war on the peo- 
ple ot India,—that if it were sold at eighty 
cents on the dollar it would in some manner, 
however obscure or indirect, tend to the spread 
of spiritual truth. In those days the last thing 
a man did was to probe anything to the bottom. 
The investors mostly had a financial adviser of 
a sanguine disposition in whom they believed 
implicitly, and he in his turn was satisfied that 
his scheme must be a good thing because so 
many people were willing to:put money in it. 
The Ohio people who carried their savings to the 
Archbishop doubtless in the same wav 
were satisfied that he and Father Ed- 
ward had the means of making it pay or 
they would not take it, and be and Father 
Edward were doubtiess persuaded, on their part, 
that they must be competent to take charge of 
it or people would not bring it to them. Any 
little doubts that may have risenin their minds 
were perhaps quelled readily by the contempla- 
tion of the glorious work the money was doing 
for the Church. But all the masses that can be 
sung in all the churches in America will not 
sutlice to drown at the Supreme Tribunal the 
cries of the poor whose bearts bave been broken 
and whose trust in their fellow-menu has been 
shaken by this tremendeus calamity. Notbing 
in the affair is more exiraordinary, in fact, than 
the amount of sympathy expended on the 
‘saintly Archbishop’’ and Father Edward, and 
the amount of solicitude expressed for the pos- 
sivle effect of the affair on the credit of the Epis- 
copate, compared with the amount of concern 
shown for the unhappy crowd Who surround the 
doors of the Archiepiscopal residence bewailing 
the loss of what to a large number of them must 
have been their sole defense against an old age 
of destitution. 

The truth is that nothing in the financial crisis 
through which the couvtry is now passing has 
been so unfortunate as the blow it has given to 
the prudence of the poor. To create this pra- 
dence is or ought to be one of the chief objects 
of coverument and philanthropy. ‘Lhe civiliza- 
tion of a country is high or low ac- 
cording to the amount of it which is 
to be found within its borders. To en- 
courage the poor to save, and to deny them- 
seives in seasovs of prosperity, is to promote 
the national welfare in the highest and best 
sense, as it is to raise the character of the peo- 
ple. The resalt, therefore, of the panic which is 
most to be regretted is not the bankruptcy of 
traders and corporations, and the losses of the 

yrofessional ciasses, serious a3 these things ere, 

ut the diffusion among vie frugal and indaus- 
trious workingmen and women, through the 
breaking down of savings-banks and insurapce 
companies, of the teeling that there is no use in 
saving, imasmuch as there is Do One to whom they 
can safely entrust money aiter they have saved 
it. ‘the Jismal process of destroying their con- 
fidence was begun on the poor pegroes by the 
Washincton Ringin the Graut period, wheu 
they plundered the Freedmen’s Savings Bank 
with the thoroughness and audacity of burg!ars. 
it has been continued since by the widespread 
break-down of savings-banks and l(ife-insur- 
ance companies, largely tbrougao fraudulent 
management, and uw may be saidto have re- 
ceived the finishing touch in the failure of ap 
Archbishop for $4,000,000, without inteiligible 
accounts. The worat of this mischief is that it 
cannot be all seen. It will drive, aud has driven, 
thous inds into habits of improvidence, and iuto 


bitterness the whole social order under 
which they live, and yet they will make no sign 
and give eo minister or philanthropist an oppor- 
tunity of touching the source of their reckless- 
ness or despair.

AMERICAN BIBLE SOCIETY. 

The stated meeting of the Board of Managers 
was held at the Bible-House, Astor place, on 
Thursday, March 6, at half-past 3 p. m., William 
H, Allen, Esq., LL. D., President, in the chair. 

The Rev. Albert 8. Hunt, D. D., read the 
ninetieth psalm, and opened the meeting with 
praver. 

The Committee appointed at the last meeting 
of the Board presented a minute to the memory 
of the Hon. James B. McKean, which was 
adopted and placed upon the records. 

The death of the Hun. A. B. Hasvrouck, who 
bad been for more than a quarter of a century a 
Vice-President of the Society, was announced, 
and Messrs. W. H. Crosby and Frederick H. 
Wolcott were appvinted a Committee to prepare 


aminute commemorative of his character and 
services. Before the adjournment of the Board 
they presented a minute, which was adopted and 
placed upon the records. 

One of the Secretaries made a statement of 
the progress of the Socrety’s work in the South 
and Southwest, as noted during his recent visit 
to that section. Respecting the colportage 
work in Texas. particularly, he reported that 
during the last eighteen months the aggregate 
number of days of service rendered by the col- 
porteurs in that State was 4,250; miles traveled, 
44,704; families visited, 44,359; families found 
without the Scriptures, 8,643; of tbese, 6,677 
we-e supplied, and 28,000 yolumes of Scripture 
distributed. 

Grants of books were made amounting to 
62,000 volumes, including 25,000 for the New 
York Bible Society, 243 for work in foreign 
lands, ten voiumes in raised letters for the 
blind, 16,000 for sale and distribution by the 
Society’s agents and colporteursin the South- 
west, and to various societies and individuals in 
other parts of the country. A

the corresponding month or the previous year. 
Copies of Scriptures issued, 54,235, being an in- 
crease of nearly 10,000 over the month of Feb- 
ruary, 1878.

A bill has passed the Connecticut Assembly 
taxing all property of educational, religious, and 
benevolent organizations not actuaily in use for 
the purposes of such organizations. 

A Tract Society has been formed at Shanghai, 
China, with Bishop Russell as President, Bishop 
Schereschewsky as one of the Vice-Presidents, 
and the Rev. J. M. W. Farnham as Correspond- 
ing-Secretary. Several natives are among the 
officers. 

The apparition of the Virgin at Mette nbuch, 
in Bavaria, has been pronounced a fraud by 
Bishop Senestry. Great excitement was caused 
by the report of the apparitionu, and many were 
astonished at the reception of a pastoral letter 
denying that there was any supernatural ele- 
meut in the pretended miracle. 


Few churches haye enjoyed more successful 
revivals this winter than the Centre Street 
Methodist Church, of Elgin, whose'pastor is the 
-oy, W. H. Burns. The converts number 200, 
and nearly 100 have already united with the 
church. Mr. Burns has been bis own ecvangelist, 
with effective aid from a zealous membership 
and the converts. 


Rabbi Wise, of Cincinnati, has written a let- 
ter on the question of mixed marriages, in which 
be announces the following dictum: ** The con- 
gregation of Israel cannot relinquish ber con- 
viction, cannot forget her history, and cannot 
repudiate ber religion, hence she capnot sanc- 
tion the intermarriage of Jew and Christian, 
unless the latter embrace the faith and cause of 
Israel.” 


The British Weslran Methodists set out at the 
beginning of the year to raise a special fund of 
$1,000,000 for church building, debts, etc., one- 
quarter of which they hoped to raise in Great 
Britain, and the rest througbout the world. But 
already two districts in Londun have contributed 
more than the quarter, and now it is expected 
that $1,000,000 beside will be raised. This is no- 
ble giviug these hard times. 


At the close of the morning services to-day at 
the Sixth Presbyterian Church the matter of 
erecting a church edilice on their vacant lot ad- 
joining their present emall building will be 
taken up, andif sufficient funds can be ob- 
tained te insure the building of a suitabie 
church without incumbrance they will proceed 
at once to build, as their present seating ca- 
pacity is far too small for the present needs. 


The Union Theological Seminary of this city 
bas the largest number of studeuts‘of any sem- 
inary in America, and with one exception—ihat 
at Leipsie, Germany—the largesi in the world, 
12%. Nineteen States are represented and fif- 
teen coileges. Canada sends four siudents, and 
Turkey one. The entire number of students 
counected with this seminary from its beginni 
is 1,882, of whom 1,589 are supposed to be st 
living; 107 have become foreigu missionaries. 


Joseopn Luff, a Mormon Elder laboring in 
London, Ont., performs miraculous bealings ac- 
cording to we prescription giver in James v., 
14,15.

At Hamadan, Persia, which is under the care 
of Teberan Station, where resiae the Rev. James 
Bassett and niece, Miss Saran Bassett, and other 
missionaries, there are fourteen families of 
Jews who have broken away from the ancient 
faith and declared their intention of becoming 
Christians. Mr. Bassett, while on a visit there 
recently, baptized twenty Jews. There is a large 
settlement of Jews there, descendants of the 
captive Jews brought there by the Persian con- 
querors, 


The Archbisbop of Canterbury having refused 
license to a number of seceders from the Par- 
ish of Sideup for a new church, the members 
uvanimously resolved to open it asa Reformed 
Episcopal Church. The secession took place in 
consequence of the dissatisfaction with the 
Vicar, and an iron church has been erected 
which seats about 350 persons. The building 
was crowded on the occasion of the dedication. 
This is the first Reformed Epigcopal Church in 
the Diocese of Canterbury. 


The Rev. Christopher Cushing’s Congregation- 
al Quarterly bas received, as he believes, its 
death-blow by reason of the action of the Na- 
tioval Council of Congregational churches in 
providing fora Year Book of denominational 
statistics. Of these statistics the Quarterly has 
hitherto bad a monopoly, aud they have kept it 
alive. Its publication is now to be suspended. 
Meantime Dr. Cushing has been chosen Treasu- 
rer of the Massachusetts Home Missionary So- 
ciety in place of Mr. Charles Demond. 


Fitz Noodle, the ‘champion bill-writer” of 
the United States, cannet excel the dollowing, 
which is clipped from an English newspaper: 

The Seventeenth Hammersmith Corps will take 
up arms against the Devii’s Kingdom on Sunday 
next; firing to commence in the Broadway at 10 
o'clock Every member to muster in the Broad- 
way at 6 for general attack upon the Enemy's 
Kingdom. Capt. W. Bould, in presence of the 
Commander-in-Chief, will deliver his charge to 
the members of the corps. and will exolain the 
many advantages offered to those who will volan- 
teer to join the army. 


Pope Leo XIII. has ordered a general jubilee 
of the Catholic Church, to celebrate the anni- 
versary of bis cievation to the Papacy. ‘The 
jubiiec season began last Sunday, March 2, and 
will continue until Pentecost Sunday, June 1. 
‘Lhis proclamation is in accordance with an old 
established custom, each succeeding Pope wait- 
ing for ove year alter bis election, when, if some 
time has e/apsed since a previous general jubi- 
lee, he declares a season of indulgence through- 
out the entire Catholic world. The present is 
what is known as a special jubilee, the regular 
grand jubilee taking place every twenty-five 
years, and the last having occurred in 1875. 


The programme for the World’s Conference 
of the Evangelical Allianve at Basie, Switzer- 
land, has been issued. The Conference will 
open Aug. 31 and close Sept. 7, and the pro- 
ceedings will be in French, though English 
meetings, for British and American delegates, 
will be held. Sept. 1 there will be reports on 
the condition of Protestantism in the various 
countries represented, Dr. Schaff reporting for 
the United States. Evangelization will be the 
chiel subject for the second day, Christian edu- 
cation for tae third, Protestantism and society 
for the fourth, Missions for the fifth, and Ciris- 
tian union for the sixth. Among the names on 
the programme are those of Van Oosterzee, 
Schaff, Scheele, Cremer, Godet, Lelievre, 
Stoughton, Fliedner, De Pressense, Coristlieb, 
Arthur (London), Hurst, and Stockmeyer. 


There is a lively inquiry in Anglican Church 
papers as to whether the Prince of Wales sells 
his church livings or permits presentees to do 
so. Acorrespondent of the Guardian asks: 
“By whose authority the incumbent of Lyd- 
ford-cum-Prnce Town advertises for sale the 
incumbency of Prince Town, when, by reference 
to the Exeter Diocesan Ca/endar, we find that 
preferment in the gift of the Duke of Cornwal!? 
Are we to understand the Duke permits his 
presentees to make money out of his prefer- 
ments? or that the reverend incumbent is ex- 
ceeding his powers,—selling what is not his own? 
for I see by the Western Morning News the in- 
cumbent haa obtained other preferment. Hence 
this attempted sale.” Another correspondent 
writes that the agents who have the matter in 
hand distinctly state that they “acted simply 
and solely upon the instructions received from 
the patron.’’ 


A movement isin progress among the mem- 
bers of the Society of Friends in Philadelphia 
for the formation of settlements in the West, 
and active steps have already been taken. There 
have been many complaints, owing to the isola- 
tion of the members of the Society in different 

arts of the West, that they were gradually 
osing interest in the principles and customs of 
their sect, and by these settlements it is hoped 
to bring them together. It is the intention to 
form an Association which shall purchase tracts 
of land and seil farms and lots to Friends, or 
those in sympathy with them, and also to aid 
persons whose means are limited with help in. 
the erection of dwellings and otther necessary 
— in their settlements. ‘The Association 
will lay out roads and erect meeting-houses and 
schoo! buildings. In all deeds a clause will be 
inserted probibiting the sale of intoxicating 
liquors as a beverage. 


The Rev. T. Pelham Dale, one of the advaaced 
English Ritualists, is kept very busy dodging the 
officers of the Ecclesiastical Courts. Judgment 
was pronounced against him for Ritualistic 
practices. He made no defense, but simply 
took care to keep himself out of the way and to 
receive DO notices or papers connected with the 
prospennae Various pians were tried to reach 

iim, but all without effect. A notice was in- 
closed in a registered letter, but Mr. Dale sus- 
pected mischief, and refused to take it out of 
the postman’s bands. An officer of the court 
was sent to the front door, but Mr. Dale was 
too quick for him, and ran down the back stairs 
and hid himself in the basement of the house. 
His trust, it seems, is that the proceedings 
against him may by and by be proved to have 
been in some way irregular, and he reserves his 
rigat to take such steps as he may be advised 
for the protection of his just rights. 


One of the most remarkable religious move- 
ments just pow going on in Boston has its cen- 
tre in the Advent (Kpiscopal) Church. This is 
the one superiatively High Church in new En- 
giund. And it could not easily be higher and 
stop this side of me. Just now it is holdin 
a **mussioo,’’ with two sermons, and a g 
many other things, every day. its ministers are 
celibates, and dress and live as nearly like Ro- 
man Catholic priests as possible. Twicé a week 
they hear confessions; and the ‘rusn”’ is said 
to be great. ‘Their manual of prayer containing 
the order for confessions is said to be selling 
with rapidity. Iwo hundred copies were im- 
ported three years ago, and could hardly be 
given away. Now, within a comparatively brief 
period, 10,000 have been sold. The friends of 
the movement claim that it is doing mych in the 
way of charities for the sick and the r, and 
that its religious influence is steadily widening. 


The old house in the City of Dessau where 
Moses Mendelssohu was bora bas been pur- 
chased by Israelites of Leipsic, and is to become 
an asylum for aged Jewish scholars. Little is 
knewn of Moses Mendelssohn to the mass ou: 
English readers. He was the German Jewish 
philosupher who was called the German Socra- 
tes. In his ‘*Phedon”’’ he wrote philosophical 
dialogues after the Platonic method, that have 
many admirers. He was the intimate friend of 
Lessing, and the grandfather of Mendelssohn, 
the composer. The Jews have a saying that 
‘*between Moses and Moses there was but one 
Moses,’’ meaning by the first the Moses of the 
Bible, by the second Méndelssohn, and by the 
one that came between the two, Moses Maimon- 
ides. Moses Mendelssohn was a humpbacked 
man of small stature and homely face, but by 
his genius, amiability, and conversational pow- 
ers attracted a large circle of charmed friends 
from among the most famous men of his time.

He leaves a record for 
faithful vastoral work, devoted piety, 
and orilliapt pulpit ministrations, bever 
of the sensational type, and always 
evidently dictated Y a sincere and 
earnest consecration. e leaves his field in 
New Haven, as remarked yesterday to friends, 
with reetet, and to the sundering of many 
strong ties, and only leaves from the conviction 
that such is bis duty, and that the church there 
is 10 just that condition where his services wiil 
be of the most benefit to the Master. The 
salary, $5,000, is less than he has received bere, 
aud he voluaotarily reduced bis salary $1,000 
some time ago. Dr. Novle’s services as Chair-

A GHOSTLY FEUD. 


The Dead Fighting in Their Graves! 
Atiantic fw March. 

If it appears strange to us mortals, and even 
awful, that the disembodied spirit can, under 
certain conditions unknown to us, revisit the 
sceves of its previous existence, bow much 
more awful and difficult of belief is it that spirits 
which have quitted their earthly life in the up- 


restrained indulgence of angry and malevolent 
passions can yet exercise such an influence over 
the corrupting clay, which they apparently left 
behind them, as to violate the sacred repose of 
the tomb and terrify and appal the living!

These novices sing the music 
of the pieee as it has never been sung in New 
York before. They are a little queer as to 
make-up and acting, but as singers they get 
ahead of the best we’ve had.

His ideas of make-up are 
wild and terribie. I[n order to represent the 
curious optical trouble which is Dick’s trade- 
mark, this Philadelphia chorister has pasted 
over one of his eyes a section of s visiting card 
upon which there is around black mark. ‘lhe 
effect given is similarto. that produced bya 
pistol-target in the distance. All these people 
are a little queer in their notions of paint and 
powder, and consequently they look mighty 
funny. Among the sisters and cousins and 
aunts there isa tall and rather gaunt female, mp 


is clad in a painfully-plain black silk, and whose, 


principal business it is to look solemn and watc 
the girls. Obviously she bas been chosen by the 
guardians of these tender shoots to take care of 
and shieid them from the harm which the Phila- 
delphia villagers believe exists all over the me- 
tropolis. 

On the whole, this company is well worthy of 
the remarkab! y-extended patronage it is receiv- 
ing. Itis emivently respectable, and has made 
an enormous hit on that. account as well as be- 
cause of the splendid treatment it bestows upon 
Sullivap’s music. ‘The-piece is to be retained 
for the present.

DWIGHT’S JOURNAL OF MUSIC. 
; To the Editor of The Tribune. 

Catcaco, March 14.—In last Sunday's TRIBUNE, 
among toe items in the musica! review of the 
week, was the foilowing paragraph: *‘It is matter 
of regret that the veteran editor, Mr. Dwigbt.is not 
succeeding mach better under the new auspices 
than he did under the old with his Journal of 
Music. While tne musical world is disposed to 
humor him in this bach mania, it does not want a 
paver that is all Bach. A recognition of Bach 
ought notto imply a denial of every composer 
since Bach.” Feeling that there has been a mus- 
taken impression on the part of the writer of the 
item ip regard to the position taken by Mr. Dwight 
in bis Journal of Music, I would desire to make 
this statement, which will admit of verification. 
Since the Journal of Music has been under the 
control of ita new business management, tuere has 
been only one article upoo Bach in the paper, and 
A spirit 
of fairness has always marked the criticisms of Mr. 
Dwight, and bis universal culture would prevent 
the elevation of one composer by a suppression of 
the merits of ali the others. In his reviews of con- 
certs he has mentioned theinterpretation of Bach's 
compositions with the same liberality of judgment 
that he exhibited when writing of the works of 
other masters, and has in no manner indicated that 
he was **‘a man with a bobby."’ The whole bear- 
ing of the Journal of Mtusic isa dignified one, and 
manifests an elevation of the ideal in Art that is 
most praiseworthy. All its criticisms oear the 
stamp of courtesy and fairness, and are so far re- 
moved from the petty, faultfinding mode indulged 
in by many of its contemporaries as to be worthy 
of emulation. 

Mr. Eddy has played ninety-three selections from 
Bach in his organ recitais, yet I have not heard 
bim charged with being unmindful of the claims 
of the otuer composers. Mozart, in 1788, when in 
Leipzig, beard one of Bach's compositions for the 
first time, and was so entranced ‘by its beauty that 
he exclaimed: **Thank God, there 1s something 
new, and I can learn something.’’ Ever after he 
tried to bring the compositions of this mazier into 
universa! recognition. Robert Franz, in the pres- 
ent day, bas given both his time and influence to 
the extension of Bach's fame by bringing many of 
bis matchless compositions into notice. The pro- 
gramme of the next Musical Pestival in Cincinna:i 
is headed by a composition of Bach, and our coun- 
try is just awakening to & more general recognition 
of his traly great magic. And cto honest writers, 
earnest patriots of the cause of the pure and true 
in music, hike Mr. Dwight, do we owe largely the 
advancement that has oeen made in this art in our 
new land. The high siaudard of Tue Trisune in 
musical matters should prevent an injustice being 
done to a brother writer. The circulation of 
Dwiaqht's Journal, while not as large as its merit 
deserves, is far reaching in its influence, and brings 
to its worthy editor a larger acknowledgment than 
the writer of the above-mentioned paragraph can 
be aware of. Asa musician, I feel a devt of grati- 
tude to every honest writer who, by advocating the 
cause of the pure in Art, extends the influence of 
true culture. C. H. BritTan. 

Mr. Brittan makes a very able defense of the 
journal to which heis a contributor, but at the 
same time we are not aware that we have “a 
mistaken impression in regard to the position 
taken by Mr. Dwight in bis Journal of Music.” 
We have no disposition to depreciate Mr. 
Dwight as a critic, or the value of bis paper. It 
is to-day the only distinctively musical paper, 
with one exception, the New York AMusic Trade 
Keview, that reflécts any credit upon the musical 
literature of this cvuatrv. The fault that we 
have to find with Mr. Dwight is his conserva- 
tism. Ue runs ina rut, and wuat that rut is we 
will let Mr. Dwicbt bimself explain. iv an 
open confession, made in 1576, in bis paper, Mr. 
Dwicbt said: 

We feei that the highest point yet reached in 
artis still occupied by Bach and Handel, Hayda, 
Mozart, and Beethoven, that they are standard, 
and onlv from their hight can we wita any safely 
judge of the intrinsic merit of any one of these 
‘*yceat claim ants.” Is our musical puolic as yet 
half enough at home with the great masters to 
wurrantitin hailing and accepting every last ex- 
travaganza as asign of ** progress’’? 

It would be absurd to deny the high point in 
art reached by Mr. Dwight’s five composers, 
but we do object that Mr. Dwightshali decide 
that all others who do not stand the comparison 
with them shall be tabovoed. It is this very 
measurement that has led Mr. Dwight to con- 
tinuously and persistently refuse to acknowl- 
edge the merits of the French and Russian 
scnools, the present romantic schools of 
Germauy, and the music of thefuture, and to be- 
little Mr. Thomas and other conductors who 
have performed their works. It woald be just 
as consistent to demand that all paintings shall 
be MTaeasured by Raphael and Titian, ail sculp- 
ture by Phidias and Angelo, all books by 
Shakspeare and Milton, and that those which 
fail sball be discarded. Under Mr. Dwicht’s 
sweepivg canons of criticism, musical progress 
will be barred. We agree with Mr. Dwight as 
to the bigh place bis five composers occupy, but 
we donot on that account propose to have 
Wagner, Berlioz, Liszt, Raff, Srabms, Sainc 
Saens, Bruch, Tschaikowsky, Rubinstein and 
vthers of the modern schools ruled out 
or depreciated, nor is there any danger 
that in acknowledging what is due 
to these masters the old composers will suffer. 
This Mr. Dwizht has never done, and it is taose 
who hold him and bis paperin the highest re- 
spect that would rejoice to see him get out of 
bis ruts, acknowledge that there are other com- 
posers, and that there are other interpseters 
besides the Harvard Symphony Orchestra.

Last Monday Mr. A. F. McCarrell, the talent- 
ed young, organist, gave an organ recital at 
Hershey Hall with the following programme:

Mr. McCarrell is a pu- 
piiof Mr. H. Ciarence Eddy, and, if we may 
judge by his work on this occasion, is certain to 
make a name ior bimself. 


Among the new numbers in Mr. Eddy’s organ 
programme yesterday noon was acycie of four 
pieces in sonata form by Carl Piutti, entitled 
“ Die Trauung ” (** The redding”). The first 
is an Allegro con brio (** The Entrance to the 
Church ’’), representing the arrival and entrance 
of the bridal procession, followed, second, by a 
Chorale (Ach, bieid mit Deiner Gnade), first in 
plain harmony and then worked up in av Alle- 
gretto. ‘The third number is an Adagio appassi- 
anato (‘‘ The Exchange of Rings”), and the 
closing number, an Allegro, rein:trodacing the 
Chorai, and representing the departure of the 
bridal pair, the whole ending with the harmo- 
nies ofan Amen. ‘The leading numbers of next 
Saturday’s programme will melude Kuebm- 
stedt’s Sonata in A minor, op.

ELSEW HERE. 
THE VOGRICH CONCERTO. 

Our musical readers will remember that a few 
weeks ago we gave our impressioas, after a 
private hearing, of the violin concerto by Maxi- 
milan Vogrich, the young protege of Remenyi. 
The concerto was played at a public concert in 
New York last Tuesday evening, and, as the 
New York papers confirm our impressions, and 
record a remarkable success for the youvg com- 
poser, we pript the following extracts from 
their criticisms: 

The young Hungariaag mnsician. Mr. Maximilian 
Vogrich, gave his first New York concert last night 
at steinway Halil. No little reputation nad been 
recured for bim in advance, partly by the impres- 
sion he hud madein private circles, partly by the 
earnest fmendship of Mr. Remenyi, and the con- 
cert attracted an excellent audience. Loud and 
long applause testified the satisiaction of this sym- 
pathetic gathering. Mr. Vogrich was recailed 
again and again after his principal periormance, 
aud be certainly has no reason to complain of any 
jack of warmth and appreciation on the part of the 
It is not often that an unknown artist ob- 
tains 80 quickly a hgarivg and arecognition. The 
programme presenged Mr. Vogricb asa composer 
for the orchestra, a composer for the violin, and an 
excelient cxecutant of the piano music of Bach and 
Hiande!. ‘The most imporiant number was a violin 
concerto, written by him for Mr. Remenyi, and 
played by that artist. It is very long, and very 
elaborate in woramanship though clear in form. 
To say that such a work held the mtereatof the au- 
dience during (orty-five minutes would be pretty 
high praise; but we can say a great deal more than 
that. Itis fuilof beautiful thoughts. ‘The first 
movement, an allegro, 1s oroad and imposing; the 
second is a charming andante, with an intermezzo 
in striking rhythm inits middie portion: in the 
third a characteristic Llungarian melody is wrought 
intoan allegromolto. In the treatment of tne 
orchestra Mr. Vogrichis less succeesful than tn 
writing forthe solo instrument, his scbre having 
the common fault of a weak middie. but this isa 
defect of detail which study and practice may set 
rivbt. ‘Ibe first great thingis to nave ideas; and 
Mr. Vogrich has them.—7ribune. 

The event of the evening, however. was the 
grand concerto for the viviin composed for and 
dedicated to Edoard Remenyi by Vogrica. In 
this conyection it may be an interes.ing fact stated 
that the work was begun and tinished in tweire 
days,—a remarkable inatance of rapid and effect- 
ive composition. it is written in three movements, 
the first al/egro maestoso, Ite principal motif is in 
a solemu or Doric style, which ai once secures the 
attention of the listener, and gradually teads up to 
the movement where the violin enters with a quasi 
recitativo, and then moves on throavn a series of 
florid passages, always preserving the theme, how- 
ever, and showing periect consisteficy with the 
opening movement. The second movement con- 
sists of an andante, intermwezzo, and andante. Tae 
tine invention of the composer is here dispiayed to 
a marked degree in the tender and poetical senti- 
ment to which he gives expression, and tae weaith 
of pereneny which he elicits from the orchestra 
while gentiy comming!ing the tones of the master’s 
violin. The finale, allegro molto. was entirely 
Hungarian in its treatment, broad, martial, and 
grandiose in style, and ful! of ear-catchmy national 
melody. It was really the gem of the concerto, 
Altnough occupyiny fifty-tive minutes in its per- 
formance, @he audience listened attentively to 
every note of the composition, and when it was 
finished several times recalled Vogrich and Kem-. 
envi to receive their deserved compliment. —Her- 
ald, 

Tae loco of resistance, however, was the grand 
concerto for violin, composed by Mr. Vogrich ex- 
pressly for and dedicated do his friend Remenyi, 
and performed by him for the tirsttime. ‘his is 
uuquestionavly a remarkable composition, and 
fuily juatities the praises which have been ve- 
stowed unen it in private circles where it has been 
but incompletely played. 1t opens with an aliegro 
maestuso, on 4 taeme vearing some resembiance to 
the opening of the great Chaconae of Baca,—s 
theme whicu is elaborated wita extraordinaryskill, 
and which is kept steadily in rememorance througa 
every movement. In the second movement the 
composer bas veotared upon an innovation in 
‘*form.” Following an ‘‘introduction™” and a 
lovely ‘‘chorale”’’ imitation comes an sandante 
which i¢ interrapted by an ‘*intermezzo.” This 
novelty seems 30 natura! and locical that it did oot 
jar upon the nerves of the purists, out was received 
with geverail signs of commendation. The third 
movement is also novel, being a wild mel- 
ody—eatirely originai—worked out wi great 
breadth freedom. It is alternately ative, 
passionate, humorous, and quaint. 5 ng alone

Never- 
theless, the work as a whole was surprisingly pure 
in style, truthful, devoid of sentimentality, and 
ioe nem ond rhythmical.

BRAHMS’ NEW VIOLIN CONCERTO. 

The new violin concerto by Brahms was played 
for the first time in London by Joachim, on the 
13:h ult. We extract the more salient featyres 
of the London 7im-s’ criticism: 

The score not haying vet been published, our ac- 
quaintance with the concerto is hmuited to a single 
hearing, and Braams’ compositions one and al! 0e- 
long to the class of works which must be perfectly 
knownin order to be appreciated. Taney are not 
only of complicated design and of scholarly exec"- 
tion, Dut they also:freguentiy present harsiinesseé 
and novelties of tonal effect with which only a per- 
fect knowledge of the entire design can reconcile 
the hearer. ‘The solo part in the new concerto, for 
instance, appeared certainly treated with a view to 
character rather than to beauty. There were, 
especially in the first movement, numerous ptesavet 
which, while taxing the tecDuica! perfection of the 
Virtuoso to an almést exaggerated degree, did not 
show any commensurate gain of brilliancy or 
sonorous eifect. Very different mm this re- 
spect is the cadenza inserted in the first 
mevement by Herr Joachim. Here every note 
betrays the perfect master of the violin, every ca- 
pavility of which he knows and turns to account 
with unerring skill. It woald, perhaps, be unjust 

to say that he frequently spoiis his ideas by their 
instramental treatment, although exampies of 
such failure mignot be cited from both the sym- 
phonies. but itis equaily certain that his melo- 
dies, or their Contrapantal development, rarely 
gain additional charm of clearness from hia instra- 
mentation. This want is especially noticeaocie in 
a concerto for the violin. The solo instrument de~ — 
ing iargely represented in the orchestra itself, 
everything depends upon a treatment of the latter 
which, while 1t supplies a barmonious accompani- 
ment to the violin, at the same time sufficiently 
aiffers fromit in quality of tone,—the readiest 
means for effecting this needful contrast .bemg 
naturally supplied oy the wind instruments, This 
oovious truth Brahms bas not considered suf- 
ficiently. The most important themes for tne vio- 
lin are played to the accompaniment of the orches- 
tral strings, and these also too frequently taxe @ 
leading part in those alternate passages jor sqio in- 
strument and band whichareoneof the greatest - 
charms of the form of the concerto. The 
consequence is that, to adopt another term of pic- 
torial art, the outlive is frequently blurreo and the 
centre figure does not sufficiently stand forth from 
a monotonous background. Our remarks again 
chiefly apply to the opening aliegro. In the sec- 


-ond movement (/arghe(to) the wind instruments 


play amore conspicuous part. The first theme is 
announced by the oboe with quaint and pretty ef- 
fect, and some charming colloqay ensues between 
the violins and various wind instraments. In the 
saine movement, waich promises to be the most 
popular of the three, the violin bas some beauti- 
tul caniabile phrases admirably adapted for it. 
The finale (alleqro gioiogo) is written in the vein 
of specifically Viennese humor, to which Brabms, 
in. spite of the fungamental seriousness of his 
North German nature’ owes many of his happiest 
inspirations. Itis orilliant and joyous throuzh- 
out, and ita stracture is as harmovious as if 1s sim- 
ple. As regardsstructure and thematic treatment, 
the first movement, however, seems by far the 
mostinteresting. Itisa piece of earnest and ad- 
muirable workmanship such as, perbaps, no living 
ae except Brahms would be able to accom-

BASE-BALL. 
THE TARIPF QUESTION. 

Notwithstanding that Tas TRIBUNE on & 
former occasion presented the matter io its 
proper light, there seems to be an impression 
among the newspapers that pay any attention to 
base-bal) that the rate of admission to League 
games is fixed by the League itself, and that the 
fiity-cent tariff which has always been charged 
was something to change which required legis- 
lation by that body. Such is not the case, and 
the intense state of excitement into which 
sundry papers have worked themselves in dis- 
cussing the matter—all their arguments being 
based on the premise that the League fixed the 
rate of admission to its games at half a doilar 
—is both ridiculous and absurd. They have 
gravely argued the case from all possible stand- 
points, and earnestly besought and advised the 
League to do this, and that, and the other thing, 
in profound ignorance all the time of the fact 
that their rhetorical poo-guns were being fired 
at @ man of straw constructed and set up by 
themselves. 

There is not one line in the League Constitu- 
tion or playing ruies that touches upon the 
question of how much or how littie League 
clubs shall charge the public for the privilege 
of witnéssing the games in which they may take 
part. The only reference to the matter in any 
shape is a proviso that in all cases the visiting 
elub shall receive 15 cents for every admission 
registered by the turnstile. If the local club 
‘chooses to charge a dollar admission it may do 
so, or if it concludes to let folks in for 25 cents 
apiece, or for nothing, it is at equal liberty to 
pursue that plan. All the visiting club is enti- 
tled to ask for is 15 cents for each spectator, 


and it can neither complain nor protest it this 
sum is paid. 

In the East it is generally thought that this 
subjest of admission-rates will be brought up 
for regulation at the meeting of the League to 
be bela at Buffalo on the 24th of the present 
Whether it will or not, Tas TRIsUNE 
does not pretend to say, but one thing is cer- 
tain: that any change from the present tariff 
will result disastrously to the club that inaugu- 
rates it. This is all, There is noclub in the 
West that has any notion of changing the pres- 
ent custom, but in the East there is a feeling 
that, as the people have been accustomed to pay 
but 25 cents to see games, they will stay away 
if ahigher price is charged. Especially is this 
the case in Syracuse, the Stars of which city 
were recently admitted to the League. The 
wildest kind of prophecies are made by the pa- 
pers of that city as to the utter desolation that 
will overwhelm the Club in case the tariff is 
raised from 25 to 50 cents. The Times of a re- 
cent date devotes a column to the subject, and 
says: 

First, it is only too apparent that in a city of the 
size of this, and in times like the present, it is not 
too much to say that attendance in Newell Park 
will be cut down 40 or 50 per cent by this heavy 
tax for admission. A great element in the patron- 
age of ball games everywhere comes from the mid- 
dle classes of society—mechanics and laboring 
men. To all sugh, 50 cents admission means al- 
most total exclusion from the grounds. Such men 
not only sacrifice the price of admission when they 
attend a bali game, batalgo from @ quarter to a 
haifaday’stime. Itis different from almost any 
other kind of amusement, which can be attended 
in the evening, after the day's work is done. Be- 
low this element are hundreds of ardent lovers of 
the game among the lower classes, who, although 
many of them might @flernoloss of time, wonid 
be kept out of the unds solely throngh their 
utter inavility to command the price of admission. 
Ina strictly nancial sease, then, we believe that 
the season's receipts will be smaller with the price 
of admission at 50 cents than if it is lower. 

Another objection to setting one sweeping price 
of admission to the entiré gruands. grand stand 
and all, is this, and we state it without intending 
to offer to any person any disrespect: It will place 
all humanity who wisb  .witness @ game upon one 
level, and tnrow the emsire assem>djage into pro- 
miscuous relations which wiil never be tolerated 
by our nigher social clasgea who habitually patron- 
ize tne game. We cag, §ll remember many in- 
stances—hundreds of them—of secing drunken 
rowdies, nnwashed loafess, and amant biacklegs 
on the bali grounds. Who can doubt the impolicy 
of any regulations which wii deprite the wealthy 
and respected gentieman from securing @ seat apart 
from rowdyism and siang‘®y paying a higher price 
than is charged his sociat Inferior? We advocate, 
then, a scale of say threp) different prices, such as 
has always prevailed hesq and whica always and 
without injury to any _ 
least a partial separatida® of social -elasses, in the 
same manner that sucha result is accomplished in 
an opera- house. WT
